meal, wrapped in corn 'shucks,' hoiled 
until thoroughly cooked, peeler! out of 
and eaten from the shuck. 


"One of the odd dishes of Northern 


Mexico Is the pipian, made of finely 
ground squash-seed, boiled in a sauce 
pan."While the tortillas, frijolcS. chile 
con carne and tamales, 'washed down' 
with liberal potations of pulque, may 
be' considered the. foundation of his 
menu, the peon of Southern Mexico has 
various appetizers which are unknown 
to the peon of 
the north. 
There is. 


for example, the 'water wheat.' which 
is not exactly what its name implies 
but the eggs of flies. The native Mex- 
ican eats his water wheat with the 
same epicurean relish that the Chi- 
nese mandarin eats .his expensive bird 
nest, the Central African his raw hip- 
popotamus, the Canton merchant his 
stall-fed doe, and the West Indian his 
palm worms stewed in fat. The wa- 
ter-wheat fields are ponds in which thft 
,.eon places bundles of reeds a few feet 
apart, so that their tops are just above 
the surface. 
On these reeds or rushes 


the insects deposit their eggs in in- 
credible numbers. 
The 
bundles 
are 


then removed and the 'crop' is shaken 
off. 
The eggs, resembling fine lish- 


roe, 
are made into small cakes and are 


sold in the markets, to be eaten either 
as we eat cheese or mixed with corn 
meal and fowl eggs- The insects them- 
selves, which are about the size ofour 
houseflics, arc also eaten, the method 
of preparation being to pound them 
into a paste and boil with, corn husks. 


"Tho fruits of Southern Mexico are 


numerous and some of them arc de- 
licious. 
One of the most unusual is 


the 
papaya 
or 
melon zapote, which 


grows on a tree and often weighs as 
THich as 20 pounds. 
It has charac- 


teristics which link it to the. canta- 
loupe, the pumpkin and the water- 
melon, and In addition contains consid- 
erable pepsin, so that the diner may 
ske his ald-to-digestion and his dessert 
at one and tho same time. The parrot 
fruit is peculiar chiefly on account of 
its striking resemblance to. the green 
parrakeets which arc to he found in 
Mexico. 
These little birds frequently 


elude hawks by perching among the 
fruit, from which they are almost in- 
distinguishable. 
"The traveler who plucks fruit from 


the arhDl di dinimite and stows it away 
in Ills' suitcase will be startled to hear 
a loud explofon in a short time, as the 
product of the aptly named dynamite 
tree detonates whenever it Is placed in 
a warm spot. 
"The Tarahumare Indians, who arc 


especially fond ot fish, frequently or- 
ganize community fishing parlies which 
last 5ever.il d.iys. On these occasions 
they find it impractical to depend 01, 
their crude traps and thorn-pointed 
spears, so they make the fish :> poison 
i>y crushing the le.-.vcs of two varieties 
of the maguey plant. These leaves arc 
thrown into a stream which has been 
dammed and the following morning the 
fUh. some merely stupefied and others 
already ilead. are easily gathered. The 
poison, fortunately, is not of a 
actcr to affect human heine?.

Salt Lake City, and at present I am 
camping on a vacant lot in Ely with 
plenty to eat, two broken wheels on

'the proud owner of a few cents, but 
1 have not as yet started to work the 
public.

Eureka, the following morning.

party is not known in my home city, 
•T'believe his lot is interesting enough 
to write a. few linea ahout. 
When I 
' reached a spot about; 15 miles1 before 


arriving at Austin I had company for

We conversed togeth- 


er and I 
enjoyed the

. very much, inasmuch as I had no other 
' to speak to for two 
days.

conversing, with me for about one 
h6ur, he'mounted his wheel and start- 


- ed for Austin, which could be seen 
. across the valley upon a hill as'high 


, at 7300 feet above the sea level.

watched the man ride down the hill. 


' fo'r 1 could see him for miles, and this 


man's ride proved a treat to me.

first night I bunked on the second 
summit from Austin, a distance of 


miles and was caught in a real 


blizzard, plenty.of wind, snow and 
sleet. 
The next night I spent at one 


of the most beautiful spots in Nevada, 
a place called Twin Springs, and when 
I arrived the population consisted of a 
hobo, a. hotel and numerous coyotes. 
The next day I arrived at: Eureka and 
was informed that a man had been 
bitten by a coyote while traveling the 
night before and after an investigation 
I found that this man was my former 
companion. 
Ho volunteered to walk 


with me to Ely, a distance of SI miles 
and I had a great time with him. 
I 


have now crossed the biggest part of 
the wilds of Nevada' snd for the next 
10 or 14 days mall will reach me at 
Ibapah. .Utah, my next stopping place. 


But perhaps I should tell you more 


about the coyotes. 
They are the 


prairie wolves and of late they have 
been suffering from rabies and all the 
travelers and ranchers who approach 
their haunts are in the utmost terror 


day night the sky for miles around 
was illuminated and flames shot, up 
from many points. 
The green rebel 


flag that flew over the postoffice was 
sharply outlined by the glow. 
Rebels 


were seen walking on the roof, from 
which flames later increased in inten- 
sity the 'already brilliant light envel- 
oping that part of the city. 
It was 


afterward discovered that the rebels 
had sprinkled petroleum over the hiiilcl- 
ing and set fire to it before evacuating 
it and retiring to the Coliseum, where 
they again put up a stout fight. 


Saturday: 
Early this morning the 


announcement was made that the lead- 
ers of the revolt had requested that 
they he allowed to surrender uncon 
dltionally, as their commander-in-'chief, 
3. H. Pearce, had been wounded In the 
leg, and It was reported that Jam«3 
Connolly,- commander 
of 
the 
rebel 


troops, had received a. severe wound. 
How many of the rebels surrendered 
to the military with their leaders was 
not learned on this day, but their ac- 
tion brought about Immediate diminu- 
tion of enoplng and the city became 
comparatively quiet. 
Only tvy> areas 


remained in possession of the rebels a 
night and-it was clearly seen that the 
military were forcing them in an ever- 
narrowing circle which would event 
ually bring about their capitulation. 


Isolated parties of snipers stilt con' 


tinued to pot at the troops, being evi- 
dently unaware of the capture of thei: 
leaders, but that evening It was pos 
slblo to walk in the streets withou 
running an excessive risk from stray 
bullets. 
The Associated Press repre 


eentatlve made two long tours throug' 
the city in order, to obtain an Idea o 
the sentiments of the people regard 
Ing the rebellion, which to all Intent 
and purposes had by this time bee 
suppressed.

is a. flock o f , them with say a flozen 
or more suffering 'from rabies and a 
great many bitten, you can imaslne 
what a. terror they are to the people 
who may touch that region. 
I con- 


gratulate myself 
on

passed the district where the' coyotes 
-are. most numerous, but I cannot tell 
what I may meet further on. 
Still 


I am not scared and I hope to write 
you another letter-soon.

party worked quietly, compelling all 
officials to quit their posts, while they 
cut telegraphic 
communications with

The rebels posted sentineis, fully 


, armed, at the doors and windows, and 


prevented any soldiers or policemen 
from entering the building. 


Soon afterwards

the neighboring-streets, for the rebels 
immediately shot down any man In 
khaki. • Several officers and men of the 
regular army thus fell victims in the 
first few 'minutes of the revolt. 


The authorities, unprepared at firs 


to dear with the uprising, ordered the 
police "and soldiers t.o retire to thei 
quarters, none of them being armed 
In the'meantime the rebels, accordin) 
to their pre-arranged plan, seized oth 
er points In the city. They establish^ 
themselves at city hall, Liberty hal 
and St. Stephen's Green and also oc 
cupled many houses in Sackville strec'

Their sentries patrolled blocks in th 
centre of the city and sharpshooter

was made to seize Dublin Castle, hi 
the little guard o£ Royal Irish constab 
ulary and soldiers prevented the rebel 
from getting beyond the gate, at which 
they killed the policeman on duty.

powerless, 


with the forces at their disposal, to 
•dislodge or'attempt to combat the reb- 
els, who. however, made a great mis- 
take, which eventually cost them dear. 
They either forgot to seize the tele- 
phone exchange or did not think it 
worth their attention. Thus, the au- 
thorities were able to sand a call to 
the military officers at Camp Curragh.

ievicz. said to bo one of the leading 
spirits of the revolt. 
In a proclama-

visional president." the surrender of all 
rebels was advised, as the members of 
the provisional government had agreed 
to unconditional surrendering "In or- 
der to prevent the further slaughter of 
unarmed people and in the hope of sav- 
ing the lives of our followers who are 
surrounded and 
hopelessly 
outnum- 


bered." 
Outside of 
Dublin, however, 


fighting continued at some points, but 
messages were sent from the leaders 
in Dublin carrying the news that the 
movement had collapsed and ordering 
the various rebel bodies to surrender. 


Monday—Today came the news that 


all tho rebel leaders had surrendered 
and that the total number of prison- 
ers taken on the day previous in Dub- 
lin had reached 1000. 
The transpor- 


tation of captured rebels to England 
was in full swing an,d It became known 
that nearly 500 of them had been sent 
across the channel. There was further 
submission of bodies outside the city 
notably of the Bnniscerthy rebels, who 
had been-holding out persistently, but 
who were announced to have uncondi- 
tionally surrendered. 


Reverting to the beginning of the 


outbreak, it is known that the author- 
ities, although fully recognizing its se-

"We were not led badly, we were mis- 
led," said a. captured rebel officer last 
night. 


His remark, uttered almost In a tone 


of remorse at having participated In the 
Sinn Fein revolt, was made as he was 
stepping, aboard a steamer at North 
Wall quay to be taken to England. He 
.was one of the parly of <S9 prisoners of 
all ranks who were captured Sunday. 


The milita'iy authorities decided to 


se"d the prisoners to England for trial 
In . :der that they may be-away from 
the prejudice and anger of persons ot 
the places where they revolted, killing 
civilians and soldiers. When the corre- 
spondent who was. permitted to, go 
aboard the vessel interrogated the pris- 
oners he gathered they had 
no , Idea, 


when they were ordered to assemble at 
various centres on Easter Monday, that 
the leaders'had "ordained that day fur 
the declaration of tho Irish 
republic. 


They, reached the meeting place with 
rations for only eight hours, in the be- 
lief that they were merely to carry out 
practise maneuvers, as they had done 
on other occasions. 


"We found large supplies of ammuni- 


tion piled at the meeting places," said 
one of the 
prisoners, "and received 


strict orders to defend our positions. 
We were told It would bo necessary to 
hold out only until.-May 2. when for- 
eign troops would land and Join us in 
fighting the British."

the tropics, there is neither variety 
nor abundance in its northern stales. 
A bulletin on cullinary practices in the 
southern republic, issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society In Washing- 
ton, says: 


"Since the "days of the Montezumas, 


Mexico's staff of life has taken tho 
form of th_e tortillas, made of Indian 
corn, which is indigenous to tlie coun- 
try. 
The preparation of the tortilla 


Is the work of the Indian women, \vho 
first boil the grain and then, while add- 
ing water, grind it to a. stiff paste 
on a metate, or flat mortar. 
This 


paste 
usually is moulded with the 


hands into thin cakes and is cooked 
much after the fashion 
of 
the 'hoe 


cake' of Dixieland. 


"The frijole, or Mexican bean, fre- 


quently fried in fat. is another staple, 
both when served alone and when con- 
stituting an important Ingredient of 
the famous chile con came, a sort of 
goulash,. compounded, customarily, of 
beef and beans, with a plentiful sea- 
soning of chili, the Mexican pepper. 


"The hot tamale has made it? way 


across the border, but It does not have 
the same flavor when taken from a 
can as when the particles of meat are 
seasoned with pepper, mixed with corn 
meal, wrapped in corn 'shucks,' boiled 
until thoroughly cooked, peeled out of 
and eaten'from the shuck. 
, "One of the odd dishes of Northern 
Mexico is the pipian, made of finely 
ground squash-seed, boiled in a sauce 
)an.While, the tortillas, frijolcs, chile 
con carne and tamales, 'washed down1 
with liberal potations of pulque, may 
t>e considered the 
foundation, of 
his 


menu, the peon-of Southern Mexico has 
various appetizers which are unknown 
to the peon of 
the north. There Is, 


for example, the 'water wheat,' which 


not exactly what its name implies, 


but the eggs of flies. The native Mex- 
ican eats his water wheat with the 
same epicurean relish that the Chi- 
nese mandarin eats his expensive bird 
nest, the Central African his raw hip- 
popotamus, the Canton merchant 
his 


stall-fed flog, and the West Indian his 
palm worms stewed in fat. The wa- 
ter-wheat fields are ponds in which the 
peon places bundles of reeds a few feet 
apart, so that their tops are just above 
the surface. On these reeds or rushes 
the insects deposit their eggs in in- 
credible numbers. 
The 
bundles 
are 


then removed and the 'crop' is shaken 
off. 
The eggs, resembling fine fish- 


roe, are rnade into small cakes and are 
sold in the markets,, to be eaten either 
as we eat cheese or mixed with corn 
meal and fowl eggs. The insects them- 
selves, which are about the size of our 
houseflies, are also eaten, the method 
of preparation being to pound them 
into a paste and boil with corn husks. 


"The fruits of Southern Mexico arc 


numerous and some of them are de- 
licious. 
One of the most unusual 


the 
papaya 
or melon zapote, which 


grows on a. tree and often weighs as 
•nuch as 20 pounds. It has 
charac- 


teristics which link it to the canta- 
loupe, the pumpkin and the water- 
melon, and in addition contains consid- 
erable pepsin, so that the diner may 
taki his aid-to-digestion and his dessert 
at one and the same time. The parrot 
fruit is peculiar chiefly on account of 
its striking resemblance to the green 
parrakeets which are to be found in 
Mexico. 
These little birds frequently 


elude hawks by perching among tha 
fruit, from which they are almost in- 
distinguishable. 
: 


"The traveler who plucks fruit from 


the arbol di dinimite and stows it away 
in his suitcase will be startled to hear 
a loud exploson In a short time, as the 
product of' the aptly named dynamite 
tree detonates whenever it is placed in 
a warm spot. 
"The Tarahumare Indians, who are 


especially fond of fish, frequently or- 
ganize community fishing parties which 
last several days. On these occasions 
they find it impractical to depend 01. 
their crude traps and thorn-pointed 
spears, so they make the fish a poison 
by crushing the leaves of two varieties 
of the maguey plant. These leaves are 
thrown into a stream which has been 
dammed and the following morning the 
flsh. some merely stupefied and others 
already dead, are easily gathered. The 
poison, fortunately, is not. of a char- 
acter to affect human being?.

TO PUNISH 'PARENTS' ' 


A bill now in the legislature that has 


a good prospect of being passed pro 
vldes for important changes 
in 
th 


juvenile law. Among other thirkgs i 
stipulates that parents may be punish 
ed if the evidence in the trial of 
juvenile shows that either father 
mother or both have "aided and abet 
ted" or "connived with" the defendan 
and are, therefore, responsible for h 
or her delinquency; it gives the court 
the right to exclude the public at th 
trial of juveniles and provides special 
sessions for jury trials of juveniles in 
the superior court. 


In theory there is much to recom- 


mend this change in the law, especial- 
ly as there IE no way of punishing 
parents who are shown to be plainly 
responsible for 
the 
delinquency of 


juveniles under existing statutes. It 
is a matter of common knowledge that 
parents send children 
to steal 
coal 


from the railroads and to steal fruit, 
and too often neither the children nor 
the parents can be punished, owing 
to recent coddling of the laws. Where 
parents deliberately set children on 
the way of crime, it seems too bad 
that the law cannot reach the root of 
responsibility. 


On the other hand this change might 


operate to work grave injustice as it 
might be difficult to discover the truth 
Sn many cases. The

boy—and 


there are bad boys now as always— 
is crafty "and just as he obxoverec 
that the fruit owners cannot touch him 
so he might discover that to blame i 
on home would b« clever.

Salt.Lake City, and at present I am 
camping on a vacant lot In Ely with 
' plenty to eat, two broken wheels on 
my hotel and three Chinese coins In 
my purse; BO you see I am not so 
badly off as I might me. I could be 
,the proud owner of a few cents, but 
'l have not as yet started to work the 
public. 


• " Well, I am surely having some time. 
I had a summit to cross every day for 
the past three weeks with prospects 
of crossing more for the next two 
months, and even at that I am not at 
al! discouraged. 
I must say that I 


was a busy man from Eureka to Ely, a

The next night I spent at one 


f the most beautiful spots In Nevada, 


a place called Twin Springs, and when 


arrived the population consisted of a 


lobo, a hotel and numerous coyotes. 
:he next day I arrived at Eureka and 
was informed that a, man had been 
bitten by a coyote,while traveling the 
night before and after an Investigation 


found that this man was my former 


companion. 
He volunteered to walk 


with me to'Ely, a distance of 84 miles 
and I had a. great time with him. 
I 


lave now crossed the biggest part of 
he wilds •• of Nevada and for the next 
iO or 14 days mail'will reach me at 
Ibap'ah, Utah, my next.stopping place. 


But perhaps I should tell you more 


about the coyotes. 
They are the 


prairie, wolves and of late they havo 
Deen suffering from'rabies and all tho 
travelers and ranchers who approach 
their haunts are In the-utmost terror 
of them.

officials are out with gun squads shoot- 
ing the coyotes which on. account of 
the rabies have becorrfe a terror to 
this region.
